THE  HISTORY  OF  FREEMASONRY  IN  NOVA  SCOTI.A. 

An  Outline  Sketch  i.

It  givts  nic  iiiikIi  pifasiirc  to  ha\r  \hv  prixilc.m'  ot  lia\in^ 
an  informal  t.ilk  with  \im!  toiii^lii  on  ihc  Milijcct  of  tlu'  earh 
history-  of  IVfi'inasonry  in  this  proxiiuc;  and  1  trust  ihat 
you  will  regard  it  as  I  do,  \i/.:  as  iis  being  merely  a  base  on 
which  ma\'  e\('ntuall\-  lie  Imih,  ihroiij^h  the  collettix c  elTorls 
of  the  niemhers  of  tiiis  lodge  and  jurisdiction,  a  complete  and 
authoritative  history  of  tlu-  '-'laft  in  .\<)\a  Scotia,  ll  is  sur- 
prising that  so  little  has  been  published  or  even  written  -so  far 
as  I  know  on  this  interesting  subject,  especi.dly  when  we 
consider  that  not  only  did  the  Masonry  of  Canada  originate 
in  this  province,  and  work  actively  under  most  distinguished 
social  ausi)ices  for  inan\-  years  before  its  establishment  in  any 
other  portion  of  the  Dominion  but  that  we  have  in  our  pos- 
session a  singular  wealth  of  earl\-  records,  minutes,  papers  and 
written  memoranda  available  to  any  aspirant  for  historic 
work  Undoubtedly  lectures  and  essays  on  the  subject  have 
been  at  times  read;  but  the  only  works  which  to  my  knowledge 
have  appeared  in  print  and  faced  the  cold  critical  eye  of  the

-cant  ;  bin  hi>  zeal  niusi  have  burned  brij^htU',  for  we  know 
I  hat  soon  alter  leaving  .\o\-,i  Scotia  he  became  for  a  third 
lime  the  ftninder  of  a  lodge,  being  tliat  of  the  24th  Regiment, 
«.irranted  as  \"o.  426  on  the  Registi'r  of  the  (irand  Lodge  of 
i.ngland.  Il  seems  -strange  tliat  so  great  a  name  in  the  annals 
ol  our  (I'aft  has  not  iieen  pt-rpetuali'd  in  any  lodge  now  ex- 
isting in  this  Jurisdiction.  In  178(5  tlu-re  w<is  a  cluirter  gr.mted 
lo  ("ornwallis  Lodge  Xo.  15,  lo  meet  in  Halifax,  a  lodge  which 
included  in  its  memiiers  some  of  ilie  most  distinguishi  d  and 
lionored  names  of  our  early  citizens,  such  as  Salter,  Binney  and 
Murdoch;  but  it  surrendered  its  privileges  in  the  early  years 
of  the  next  century.  There  exists  thercfort',  .in  excellent 
ojjportunity  for  any  incoming  lodge  to  work  under  one  of 
the  greatest  n.imes  in  both  our  Masonic  and  l^ro\incial  his- 
lory. 

As  we  have  seen  the  first  lodge  in  H.ilifax — the  second 
in  Nova  Scotia — was  warianled  in  July,  1750.  The  hjdge  in- 
stituted at   Annapolis   Royal   ten  or  twelve  \ears  earlier  had

"Artillery"  LikI^'c  due  jirobably  to  the  military  character 
of  its  members;  sixteen  years  later  the  original  name  was  re- 
sumeil,  l>y  authority  of  tlie  ('.rand  i-iKJ^je. 

In  noiinn  the  history  of  the  (raft  in  our  province  from 
1750  to  1784  we  must  not  lose  sIkIu  <>f  the  existence  and  work 
of  the  military  lod^'es  diiriiiK  this  period.  In  Halifax  in 
1756  a  lodge  known  as  the  "lodge  of  Social  and  Miiitarx 
Virtues,"  and  attached  to  the  46th  Regiment  of  F(X)t,  worked 
under  a  warrant  issued  in  1752  by  the  (".rand  I.wlge  of  Ireland. 
'l"he  charter  of  this  lodge  was  re-issued  about  1846  to  certain
